The revised text of the League-of Nations 
Covenant, together with an explanatety com- 
mentary; was officially issued wet evening. In 
the preface to the commentaty it is declared 
that the Commission has worked throughout 
on the assumption that the League must con- 
tinue to depend on the free consent, in the last 
resort, of its component States, and that if 
the nations of the future are, in the main, 
selfish, grasping, and bellicose, no instrument 
Or machinery will restrain them. It is only 
possible to establish an orghnisatidh which may 
make peaceful co-operation ‘easy, and hence 
customary, and to trust in the influence of 
custom to mould opinion. 

In Article 1, governing: admission to the | 
League, opportunity is given to enemy Powers 
to agree to the constitution of the League with- 
out ae immediate members. The last 
paragraph of thie Article makes an important 
affirmation of national sovereignty, while pro- 
viding hat no State shal! withdraw from the

What makes the 
occurrence exceptionally serious is that the 
coup d'etat was undoubtedly carried out with 
the connivance of the German General von der 
Goltz, who is the Commander-in-Chief of al! the 
forces rating in Lettland, or, as it is called, 
in Lettish Latvia. It may here be recalled that 
General von der Goltz owes his presence in this 
country at the head of a large force of purely 
German t to Article 12 of the Armistice 
Treaty; which provides that German troops 
should remain in Latvia until the Allies gave 
orders to the contrary. The other forces under 
General von der Goltz’s orders are Baltic-Ger-' 
man and purely Lettish troops, both of whom 
are numerically insignificant as compared with 
the Imperial German forces. 

{Note—The full text of Clause 12 of the 
Armistice Treaty, which is the first of the 
clauses relating specially to the Eastern fron- 
tiers of Germany, reads as follows:—“All Ger- 
man troops at, present in any territory which 
before the war belonged to Russia, Rumania, 
or Turkey shall withdraw within the frontiers 
of Germany as they existed on August 1, 1914, 
and all German ps at present in territories 
which before the war formed part of Russia 
must likewise return to within the frontiers of 
Germany as above defined as soon as the Allies 
shall think the moment suitable, having regard 
to the internal situation of these countries.’ ] 


VON DER GOLTZ DICTATOR. 


In a later message, the Correspondent writes : 
On the quay opposite the British warship where 
I am writing this despatch are German soldiers 
on sentry-go, separated by a few yards from 
British naval sentries, who are on guard at the 
eige of the wharf.

The Corporation must bow to 
the inevitable, and, therefore, he moved that 
the men be given a holiday on May let, but 
without pay. 

Mr. Beattie seconded the motion. If the em- 
plov6e had asked for the holiday in the usual 
way it would be given, but the statement 
“that they would not work” was offensive, 
and should not be tolerated. There wag no 
doubst that labour was on top; it wag now com- 
ing to a position which it should have long 
sines occupied, because gig, men, and eape- 
cially women, were diegracefully paid in the 
past. Now that the labour organisations had 
the power he hoped Fon would use it for the 
benefit of the industries of the country, which 
would be for their own benefit, (Pear, hear.) 
The Corporation labourers. enjo eeveral ad- 
vantages over others outside-old age \ penelone, 
clothing, holiday, etc. He would eay to the re- 
presentatives of Labour that if they Induced 
men to abstain from labour even for one day 
they inflicted a serious loss upon the country. 
The time had come when it was up to every 
man to do his best, and to give a return for 
the wagee he received. 

Mr. P. T. Daly said that the letter did not 
ask that the men should be paid. He believed, 
however, that a certain class of the employés of 
the Corporation would be paid, and, if they 
were, he would insist upon the soavengets also 
being paid. 

Alderman T. Kelly said that if. labour had 
been “on top, as was said, some time ago, 
thinge that had happened would not have 
come to pass. 

My. Maher asked what would become of the 
total eum which the labourers would forego for 
their holiday. Tt would amount © to nearly 
£2,000. Would it go in relief of the rates? 

No answer was given, 

Mr. J. 8. Kelly protested against Labour Day, 
as it wae an institution of foreign and Socialist 
origin. 

On a division Mr. Foley's motion wae carried, 
the voting for it being 20, and against it, Mr. 
J. 8. Kelly'a vote alone. 

This concladed the business.
